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THE OLD TIMERS’ CORNER

In the process of learning to investigate the records and 
finding the first calls assigned to nearly 1000 old-timers 
during the past 5 years, we've become aware that there are many 
real facts concerning early day licensing that are not well known 
To help clear up some of the misconceptions and mis-information 
that is pretty well normal throughout the old-timers ranks, we 
have looked up information on what really happened back around 
World War 1 ~ facts on the cut-off of amateur activities and 
facts on when such activities were resumed. Here is about what 
happened back in the really early pioneer days of Amateur Radio - 
days of the quenched gap, the Ford coils and ozone sniffing 


The United States become officially involved in World War 1 
in April of 1917. As a result of that involvement, and in the 
preceding interval of uneasy peace, the U.S. Navy Department 
took two official actions. The first was the elimination of 
Issuing new Amateur licenses, and the second was the order which 
authorized police and military personnel to actually supervise 
the dismantling of Amateur equipment. Let us quote the exact 
order. 


From ''THE WIRELESS AGE," Vol. 4, no. 8, dated April, 1917 
comes this announcement of the termination of all Amateur 
activity during World War 1. 


"Acting under instructions from the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington, on April 8, 1917, the military and police authorities 
throughout the country began dismantling all sets of wireless 
apparatus with exception of those used by the Government or 
under the direct supervision of the United States officials." 


Previously, on March 28, 1917, Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield ordered as a precautionary measure, that no 
further licenses were to be issued for the operation 
of Amateur wireless stations until further notice 


The order barring Amateur Operations, even to the point of 
listening was in effect throughout World-War !. Upon the 
collapse of Germany, there was a great deal of unrest among 
Amateurs, most of whom spent the war years in the Army or 
Navy and who were most anxious to begin Amateur operations 
again. The Navy Department was loath to release the airwaves 
to Amateur use, feeling that Radio Communications would be 
more orderly under control of the military. However, as a 
result of the activities of the young ARRL, and other interested 
and active groups, the Navy did agree to release the airwaves 
upon the official announcement that the United States was no 
longer in a state of war. (Continued on page 12)

THE OLD TIMERS CORNER - Continued 


On September 26, 1919, the Navy Department Issued a statement 
which did authorize the beginning of Amateur operations: 


"The Secretary of the Navy authorizes the announcement 
that effective October 1, 1919, all restrictions on 
Amateurs and Amateur radio stations are removed. ,..Atten- 
tion is invited to the fact that all licenses for trans 
mitting stations have expired and that it will be neces- 
sary for the amateurs to apply to the Commissioner of 
Navigation, Department of Commerce, for new licenses. ...'' 


This was it! At long last the lid was lifted, and it was 
expected that Amateurs would go wild, and in the main their joy 
was unal loyed. 


It is interesting to note that all licenses had expired. As 
of October 1, 1919, the slate was clean; there were no licensed 
Amateur stations in existence, nor were there any pending appli- 
cations. So It was a new ball-game from that time forward. 


Since nearly all Amateurs had been active in the military 
during the war, ARRL had ceased publication, as had the NAWA 
and others who had catered to Amateur activities before the 
1917 shut-down. With the end of hostilities, ARRL began pub- 
lication of QST. It was a touch-and-go situation. Finances 
were nearly zero and the organization was forced to request 
loans from its members. The loans were just that - loans, to 
be paid back with interest when ARRL finally became solvent.

The base was a 84" x 9}'' varnished 
piece of Oak with a brass name plate. 


This was an operating or living award, since the transmitter 
was put on the air and stations worked in Oklahoma, I1linois, 
Henylands Vermont and Georgia - with reports ranging from 559 
to 589. 


When the meeting broke up, there was a concerted move up to 
the table on which the transmitter was located and sparks were 
drawn from the plate coil by pencils, neon tubes lighted and a 
Christmas tree bulb lighted using a three turn link, coupled 
to the oscillator coil. Many made remarks that they had used 
such an outfit back in the "Good Old Days."
